tecllon most of those arc get- 
ting under Medicare. 


Official estimates for the 


number likely to be drawing 
payments In 2000 range from 
37 million to 42 million. 


If that does not seem a 


large rise, consider the out- 
look for 2025, w h e n the 
number of benefit recipients 
Is estimated to range from 
M.7 million to 59.« million.

Security, what is involved Is 
simply a steady enlargement 
of numbers of people In cate- 
gories a l r e a d y covered. 
(There arc t o d a y no signi- 
ficant g r o u p s of Americans 
not covered by Social Security 
or by other social Insurance 
plans under civil service and 
railroad retirement.) 


The enlargement of numb- 
ers Is a consequence of sev- 
eral factors— basic population 
growth, a soaring total of aged

ulation, advances In medicine 
and diet which arc keeping 
people alive longer and longer 
and hence on Social Security 
rolls longer. 


Population age trends evi- 


dently h a v e swung through 
several cycles. For a time two 
decades or 
more ago, It 


seemed 
accurate and was 


quite fashionable to say that 
the American population was, 
proportionately, aging fast, 


More recently, a 'youthen- 


ing" trend was detected, but 
public figures tended to over- 
state it. The median age never 
did drop to 25, as some poli- 


ticians and others asserted. It 
Is nroumi 27 now. nn<ti rising 
slightly as birth rates, at least 
for the time, hitve slipped off. 


Hut the country's total pop- 


ulation li today m huge, hav- 
ing passed 200 million and be- 
ing bent, apparently, on a sill) 
higher course, that absolute 
numbers In all njfe group* are 
tremendous. 


At the aged end of the spec- 


trum, the trend Is magnified 
by health advances (and. of 
course, the very treatments 
made possible now tinder 
Social 
Security's 
Medicare 


features) which keep tens of 
thousands alive longer than a 
few decades back, 


In this country today there 


arc nn estimated 13,000 people 
100 years of age or older. Not 
long ago, th« centenarians 
could be counted on the fing- 
ers of a few hands. 


More remarkable still, lh« 


Census Bureau estimates that 
there ore 2-W.wr AmWfcani 
90 years old or more. 


These particular aged folk 


«rc too old today to have dono 
the work and piled up the 
earnings needed to qualify for 
any but the most limited 
special Social Security bene- 
fits. But they are a harbinger 
of the future. Those who re- 
place them later In the upper 
ago brackets WILL be quail- 
fled—and will draw benefits a 
long time. 


These arc the operative 


trends for anyone Interested 
In Social Security's 
future 


c o v e r a g e , since coverage 
across the work spectrum Is 
nearly universal today. The 
only now group brought under 
the tent by the 1967 law were 
c l e r g y m e n .

Premier Kim, a roly-poly man 


of 56 who has been a Communist 
since his boyhood, Is pictured as 
gloomily 
emphasizing 
that

again" in North Korea, 16 years 
after the end of the Korean con- 
flict of 1950-53. 


Kim's representative on the 


Military Armistice Commission, 
Maj. Gen. Pak Chung Kook, is

there is "overwhelming evi- 
dence" that the United States is 
intent on launching a hew war. 


Burchett links rising tension 


to President Johnson's visit to 
South Korea in October 1966, 
comparing it with the 1950 visit 
by Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles, which the Commu- 
nists insist was a prelude to car- 
rying out plans for hostilities. 
Burchett claims that American

Despite Kim's reputation for 


lack of originality, this phase of 
the tension perhaps can be at- 
tributed to North Korean initia- 
tive.

Chinese at arm's length, and not 
long ago also Indicated som« In- 
dependence from Moscow, The 
North Korean leaders seemed to 
have been annoyed with Mos- 
cow for not showing more belli- 
gerency toward the Americans 
In Asia. 


Kim 11 Sung may have been 


happier In the Stalin era, when 
he cut his political teeth. He 
studied in Moscow before World 
War it, Joined a North Korean 
unit 
fighting beside the Rus- 


sians against the Germans, and 
emerged as a major general In 
the Soviet Army. 


Intelligence sources In Korea 


long ago pegged Kim as hand- 
picked by Moscow to take over 
all Korea for communism. Un- 
der the protection of Soviet oc- 
cupation troops, 
he was

stalled In Pyongyang In 1945, 
bearing the title of a North Ko- 
rean marshal. 


His real name Is Kim Jung 


Su. Kim 11 Sung is the name of a

EKG Helps in Diagnosing 
Some Heart Disorders

* Q—My doctor says I have 
agranulocytosls. What causes 
it? How does it affect a per- 
son? Is there any treatment 
for it? 


A—In this disease, also call- 


ed leukopenia or grandulocyto- 
penia, there is a white blood 
cell count of less than 4,000 
per cubic millimeter (normal 
5,000 to 10,000). There are 
many causes, which include a 
variety of Infections (most in- 
fections cause an increase in 
the white cell count), chronic 
debility, malnutrition, some 
forms of anemia and an al- 
lergy to certain drugs. The 
only treatment is to make a 
careful search for the cause 
and eliminate it. 


Q—I have had several elec- 


trocardiograms but they were 
all negative, yet the least 
exertion causes chest pains, 
skippe'd beats, shortness of 
breath and nausea. Could it 


be that electrocardiograms 
can't show the cause of all 
these symptoms? 


A-The EKG is of great 


value in diagnosing some, but 
not all, kinds of heart dis- 
order, notably disturbances of 
rhythm and coronary heart 
attacks. The symptoms you 
mention do not suggest organ- 
ic heart disease but rather 
chronic anxiety or some d|ep- 
seated emotional problem^

Q—I have heard that a doc- 


tor in Canada has had good 
results with vitamin E rather 
than the use of anticoagulants 
in the treatment of heart at- 
tacks.

Q—Three years ago my sis- 


ter had a coronary heart at- 
tack. She is now t a k i n g 
Dexamyl, Demeral and sleep- 
ing pills/Is this combination 
safe or would something else 
be better? 


A—Dexamyl is given 
to 


curb the appetite. It.contains 
a barbiturate to help induce 
sleep. Demeral is a pain kill- 
er. These drugs should not be 
taken indefinitely, and only 
under medical supervision, 


Q—My husband died of a 


heart attack while away from 
home. Would this have caused 
him to have terrible pain or 
could He have died in his 
sleep? If he had taken blood 
thinners would that have pre- 
vented the attack? 


A—Although most heart at- 


tacks are accompanied by 
some pain or discomfort the 
intensity of the pain varies 
and some attacks are painless 
and occur during sleep. Blood 
thinners or anticoagulants in 
the first few months after an 
attack help to prevent a re- 
currence but do not insure 
that another attack will not 
occur. After two to five years 
they lose their effectiveness.
